Secretary Munro reported that the 
North Red Deer people, in his travels:

North Red Deer pupils.

PRINCIPAL'S REPORT. 


From the attached form, the enroll- 
ment in the schools during Noverr 
ber was 526; daily present, 494.27 ; 
average percentage, 93.2. This is 
the highest average attendance for 
the last three years. The lowest in 
any room was 89.6. The shield 
for the highest grade goes to Miss 
Welton, South Red Deer, with a 
percentage of 96.93, and for the 
primary rooms to Miss Etta Smith, 
North Red Deer, with a percentage 
of 97. ; 

On account of the large enrollment, 
in the Parish Hall, it has been neces- 
sary for me to send a portion of 
grade III. over to North Red Deer 
on the first of November, «which, giv- 
es Miss Smith an enrollment of 31 
with three grades. .*: 

The attendance of the High School 
is 92, the first time it has gone over 
40. After Christmas there will be 
very little change in attendance in 
this department. Our Grade VIII. 
class, which constitutes the entrance 
class after next July, is almost, 
double that of last. year, so that 
it- will be absolutely necessary to 
make provision for an extra teacher 
in the High School for next Sep- 
tember. 

While visiting the room in the 
Parish Hall, I found need of making 
some provision for ink wells in the 
desks. Many of the desks are old 
and the wells have been lost, and 
are different from the ones at pres- 
ent in use. It would not take: a 
carpenter long: to have the ‘desks fix- 
ed up for the ordinary ink bottle. 

The report was received, and the 
ink well proposition was left over 
to the Christmas holidays. . 

The Truant Officer reported 14 in- 
vestigations for November; 10 of 
the causes of absence were excusable, 
one due to indifference of’ parents, 
and three for other reasons; eight 
had returned. 

The Secretary reported that he had 
furnished the City Secretary-Treas- 
urer with the list’ of resident rate- 


payers of the school district outside 


the city limits. 

The Department of Education for- 
warded $1,972.40, amotnt of grant 
for term, ending June 30. 

Miss Mildred Allen resigned as 
téacher to become a nurse. 

FIRE PROTECTION. 

Chief Meeres called attention to 
the need of conforming with the city 
by-laws in public meetings in the 
assembly hall. The aisles should be 
at least 30 inches wide, and of an 
aggregate capacity in width of not 
less than 22 inches for each hundred 
persons. The aisles, lobbies and 


exits must be kept clear, and per-| 


sons placed at the entrance, when 
the hall is filled, to prevent any 
more persons entering the building. 
All exits must during performances 
be kept unlocked and easy of egress. 

The Principal will have’ Chief 
Mecres lay out the hall seating to 
conform with the regulations, and 
give effect to the other précautions. 

A number of applications for ap- 
pointment on the teaching staff were 
presented. 

The chairman took exception to 
the Advocate’s attitude re. North 
Red Deer having a special represen- 
tative at the Board. Nearly half 
the school district assessment was 
outside the city, and he believed she 
outsiders should have at,least one 
representative. He had voted for 
Dr. Delong, though he did not know 
him, simply because the North Red 
Deer people wanted him. He believ- 
ed influential citizens on this side of; 
the. river should co-operate with 
thcse over the river and see to it | 
that in a year or so North Red Deer | 
or the other outside residents should 
have a representative on the school 
board. 

A comn.ittee composed of the Prin- 
cipal. Inspcetor Boyce, Mr. Gaett 
and the Secrectary was appointed to 
make a selection of a new teacher 
from the applications. 

FINANCIAL DIFFICULTIES. 

The Board discussed their financial 
situation at some length. Like the 
rest of us, they are up against the 
difficulty of getting money. The city 
by-law should pay over all. the Pub-| 
lie School demand on December 31, 
but the city’s bankers will only pay 
over the amount of school taxes col- 
lected by the city. The Board did 
not want to take legal action! 
against the city for their money, but. 
they felt that some procedure should 
he agreed upon by the banks to en- 
able the municipalities to observe 
the law, when their credit was reas- 
onably good.

FACING BOTH WAYS. 


Sir Wilfrid Laurier, during the 
whole of his political career, has 
been conspicuous for the wide vari. 
ance between his words and his 
actious, his promises and his deeds. 
He has always been fond of making 
eloquent and high sounding declara- 
tions upon political issues, but sel- 
dom did his professions and his con- 
duct correspond. In short, he has 
been an out and out opportunist, 
willing to embrace any doctrine that 
might help to keep him in power. 
The carrying out of promises and 
pledges concerned him little. 

In 1896 he came into power an 
ardent free trader, but quickly de- 
veloped into a strong protectionist, 
knowing well:the utter futility of his 
free trade professions. 

Before assuming office, he pledged 
himself and-his party to a preferen- 
tial trade arrangement with Eng- 
land. The pledge was never carried 
out. Now he is again talking Brit- 
ish preference. 

In Opposition, Laurier pledged his 
party to a reduction of the national 
debt. During the last four years of 
the Liberal administration the pub- 
lic debt was increased by the enor- 
mous sum of $76,000,000. 

He has always boasted that he and 
his party were sincere friends of 
the farmer; yet, at his direct dic- 
tation the Liberal Senate last ses- 
sion killed the Good Roads Bill, the 
most beneficial measure, in so far as 
the Canadian farmer is concerned, 
ever intruduced in the House of 
Commons. 

Of his professed loyalty to Britain, 
Canadians have heard much. This 
was one of his star boasts. Yet he 
has deliberately and defiantly block- 
ed any assistance to the Empire at 
this a time of actual need. 

Today he lifts his hands in well 
feigned horror at the alleged  elec- 
toral corruption of the Conservative 
party, yet the notorious election 
scandals which were perpetrated dur- 
ing the Laurier regime were always 
strongly defended by him. 

Tt may not be agreeable to Sir 
Wilfrid, but the name given him by 
a leading English paper of ‘‘Mr. 
Facing-Both-Ways’’ is very apropos. 


THE COST OF LIVING. 


Very little headway in reducing the 
high cost of living will be wade un- 
til the causes of it are ascertained, 
says the Toronto Mail. Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier and his lieutenants have put 
forward demands for the abolition of 
duties on foodstuffs entering Cana- 
da. The tariff schedules are a very 
insignificant part of the problem. In 
office Sir Wilfrid looked on with 
indifference as the prices of the 
necessaries of life climbed from the 
very bottom to the very top of the 
long ladder by which the cost of 
living has risen 50 per cent. Now 
he calls for tariff reform, which, as 
experience with the Underwood Tar- 
iff Act in the United States shows, 
does not mean reduction in the cost 
of living.

FARMERS’ CONTRIBUTION | DOLLARS FROW MILK The Council Investigation 


TO NATIONAL REVENU 


Spend More Public Money In the West 
as Direct Assistance to 
Agriculture 


—_— 


“Country Life in Canada,” a farm 
journal published in Winnipeg, has 
an interestin:; article in its October 
issue dealing with the portion of the 
national reyenue that is paid by the 
Western farmers. It makes an ofrig- 
inal suggestion to the effect that the 
Western Farmers’ contribution to the 
National Exchequer should be applied 
to expenditures for his direct benefit. 
The article in part is as follows:— 

“During the past few years numer- 
ous estimates have been made as to 
the amount of the duties paid by 
Western farmers on their agricultural 
implements, clothing, house — furnish- 
ings, food and other necessities. 
While the Western Farmers’ contri- 
bution to the country’s revenue is not 
as large as some of the statements 
compiled would lead us to believe, 
nevertheless i‘ totals up well in a 
year. The Western farmer does not 
object to paying his share of the 
country’s revenue on the goods he 
imports from foreign countries. He 
has been taught to believe, however, 
by certain periodicals and organiza- 
tions, that when he buys goods made 
in his own country he is contributing 
the same portion of the value to the 
coffers of the manufacturer as he 
would to the Government if he bought 
imported articles. Hence, the demand 
that the Government cancel or reduce 
the duty on the articles he buys. If 
this request is granted it is argued 
that the Western farmer wil: save the 
full amount of the reduction in duty. 
That is to say, if he has been paying 
$100 for an article on which the duty 
is 20 per cent. and if the duty is 
wiped out he will only pay $80 and 
be $20 richer. This simple arithme- 
tical deduction implies a :upreme con- 
fidence in the disinterestedness, not 
to say philanthropy of the man from 
whom the farmer buys. Human na- 
ture cannot be changed as easily as 
the tariff, and it is not likely that the 
manufacturer, whether of the Can- 
adian made or of the foreign article, 
his agent or dealer, or the merchant 
over whose counter his goods are 
sold, will voluntarily surrender all or 
part of’ fe reduction to the farmer. 
In faét this, ‘attempt at reducing the 
cost of livitg for the Western farmer 
would likely produce only a temporary 
change in the distribution of the 
amount of the reduction, and whether 
the. farmer would gain anything by 
it at all would depend altogether on 
the conditions of competition in the 
home market. 

Without commenting further on this 
pet theory of the free trader, inquiry 
might:be made as to whether the 
money the farmer has now paid to 
the Government could not be used to 
his own advantage in the West. Last 
year Canada imported about $7,000,000 
worth of agricultural implements on 
which the duty paid would be ap- 
proximately $1,250,000. Why not 
mark this million and a quarter as 
it is received at Ottawa and set it 
aside for use ir the West among 
Westerners. If to the agricultural im- 
plement duties were added the re- 
ceipts from the farmers’ imports of 
clothes, boots and shoes, hats, car- 
pets, furniture, hardware, automobiles, 
etc, we would have a sum which 
would bulk large in the country’s 
revenue. If expended wisely, under 
the direction of agricultural experts 
in the employ of the Dominion or 
Provincial Governments, this money 
would go a long way in furthering 
mixed farming development in the 
West. Money could be loaned the 
farmers on easy terms for the pur- 
chase of good stock, sheep, pigs and 


poultry. The machinery for giving 
instructions in better methods of 
farming could be expanded and 


brought more within the reach of the 
individual farmer. The government 
might even go as far as the C.P.R. 
and sell ready-made farms to ex- 


perilenced new comers at a low rate’ 


of interest. The adoption of the plan 
would be oo! immediate practical 
benefit to the people of the West 
whether on the farms or in the 
towns. It would not injure the Can- 
adian manufacturer and his thou- 
Sands of workmen, particularly in 
those lines on which the farmer has 
centred his demands for tariff reduc- 
tion, who do not know what a day 
is golng to bring forth in the shape 
of tariff changes involving reorgan- 
ization.

The Cow 38 a Bread-winner' Helps Its 
Owner to Coin Moncy 


—_—_— 


In 1909 the representative of one 
of the largest 
panies in the United States, inter- 
viewed the Town Council of Tillson- 
burg, Ontario, with a view to securing 
their co-operation in the establish- 
ment of a milk factory in that town. 
It did not take the Nve merchants of 
Tillsonburg long to realize that the 
five or six thousand dollars, which the 
company proposed to distribute to the 
milk producers around Tillsonburg 
each month, would soon go into cir. 
culation over the counters of their 
stores. As one merchant put it—the 
increase in the price of milk would 
enable a farmer to buy at least one 
hat per year more for his wife in ad- 
dition to many other equally neces- 
sary things.” 

On the first of October, 1909, the 
factory opened its doors and 21,000 
pounds of milk went into the conden- 
sers. After four years operation it 
is Interesting to note the effect of this 
industry in the neighborhood. Prior 
to the establishment of the factory 
farmers had been getting from 80c tq 
$1 per cwt. for milk. In 1910 the price 
had risen to $1.48 1-3 per ewt. The 
price has risen continuously. 
price is now $1.66 per cwt., with pros- 
pects of going higher next year. From 
receipts of only 21,000 pounds from a 
few patrons the factory has increased 
its capacity until it now takes care of 
312 patrons and 181,000 pounds of milk 
in one day. 


The industry in question, The Bor. 


den Condensed Milk Company, had 
hitherto operated entirely in the 
United States, but the tariff, coupled 
with its growing trade -in Canada, 
were the factors which induced it to 
locate a branch in Tillsonburg. The 
Company’s scientific methods and its 
educational efforts to Improve cattle. 
raising with a view to better milk 
production, have been of tyemendous 
value to the country. Cows have gone 
up in price. Where formerly an or- 
dinary grade Holstein sold at $40 to 
$50 it now brings froma’ $80 to $100, 
and there has been a corresponding 
increase in good milkers and pure 
breds. 

Some interesting figures are avail- 
able from some of the patrons. One 
farmer from eight cows during eight 
months time received $1,057.16 in 
cheques from the Borden factory. Cer-

SHOULD BE GROWN AT HOME 


C.P.R. Vice-President Woulé Change 
Farming Methods in the West 


In the course of a very interesting 
speech ‘before the Regina Board of 
Trade the other day, Mr. George Bury, 
Vice-President and General Manager 
of the C.P.R., made some vary interest- 
ing remarks, After discussing the 
policy of the Company as it concerned 
Western Canada particularly, he em- 


phasized his belief in the home market. 


idea in the following words: “Canada 
imports too much. The imports into 
Canada for the year ending March, 
1913, amounted to $470,000,000, with- 
ou: counting coin and bullion, and of 
this amount, the articles we import, 
raw material for which lies right at 
our own door, amount to cver $300,- 
000,000. Just think of us importing 
sixteen and a half million dollars’ 
worth of fruit, only a small proportion 
j of which cannot be grown in this 
country. Imagine us importing three 
and a quarter million dollars’ worth 
of vegetables and thirty-three and a 
‘half million dollars’ worth of wool and 
‘its manufactures, when we consider 
‘that the sheep industry lends itself 
particularly to the development of the 
West. A report published in 1911 dis- 
closed the fact that in Canada there 
' were 2,100,000 head of sheep, while in 
the United States there were 51,000,000 
and in Australia 92,000,000, and ever 
in Great Britain 32,000,000. Also, just 
think that 11,090,000 bushels of flax 
were produced in Canada in 1911, all 
the straw of which was destroyed. 
This straw properly manipulated, 
would have produced 300,000 tons of 
commercially spinnible flax fibre, 
which, at Canadian prices, would have 
yielded something lke $6C,000,000. At 
the present time Western Canada, 
with a population of two million 
people, is importing a lurge propor- 
tion of its necessary food products 
_from the United States, the East and 
' elsewhere.” Further on in his address 
Mr. Bury drew attention to the de- 
sirabllity of the Western Boards of 
‘Trade working out a policy for the

Into Mr. Watson’s Statements’ ' 
at Public Meeting 

The City Council held a couple: of 

special mectings on Tuesday of last 

week and the previous Friday after- 

noon to make some. enquiry into 

the statements made against the 


Public Works Department of the city|’ 


by Mr. Watson at the public mect- 
ing. The matters alleged were tak- 
en up informally more with the 
idea of ascertaining all the facts so 
that the Council would be fully in- 
formed as to the situation, that of 
putting on trial the Public Works 
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hydrants,” or ‘‘a couple ‘of hyd- 
rants’ ; he had taken them to be 
usel ess, The brass was not sold. 
There were twelve hydrants in all. 

Engineer Dawe and Mr. Watson 
were agreed in condemning the steel 
pipe. It was laid one year—1911—on 
Waskasoo Avenue and up the hill, as 
it was cheaper and was being gener- 
ally used in Alberta. As to con- 
Eee from it, the engineer did 
not think Mr. Watson’s plan of a 
saddle would help much. 

The Creamery sewer had been im- 
proved this ‘summer, the Commis- 
sioners said and they had not had 
reeent comp)rints of it. 

Mr. Vfatson challenged Mr. Mifflin’s 
qualifications for plumbing  inspec- 
tion—‘‘What did he know. about 
plumbing?’? The Commissioners and 


foreman, who bore the chief brunt of Mr. Mifflin admitted he did not know 


the charges of waste. Mr. Watson, 
Engineer .Dawe, Mr. Mifflin, Chief 


Meeres, the Commissioners, and ex- 
Mayor Welliver contributed to the 
information of the Council. 


The waterworks intake cost finally 
resolved into a difference of $300, Mr. 
Watson contending that the $300 
credited by the engineer for pipe 
left over snould not be credited, as 
the pipe nad been crushed by the ice 
jam, and it would not have been 
crushed had the enginebr had time 
to get the intake pipe laid as deeply 
as he wished and as_ was _after- 
wards dune. The engineer contended 
that the ice jam was an ‘act’ of 
(Giod’’ which should not be properly 
charged against the intake construc- 
tion ; the engineer could not say 
definitely that the pipe Icft over 
would have escaped the 1ce jam had 
the intake pipe heen laid as at. first 
contemplated. That some pipe wes 
left over was due tv the varying 
‘channel of the river. Mr. Dawe, be- 
fore he ordered the pipe, took sound- 
ings and measurements for the deep- 
est ‘part for the intake entrance, but 
the deepest channel] had shifted near- 


er, shore when he came to lay 
the pipe. Mr. Watson and Chief 


Meeres found the deepest part had 
now shifted further out again, 
though there was plenty at the  in- 
take entrance. As to the labor, Mr. 
Dawe had reported to Council that. 
the 20 per cent. cost over estimate 
on the job was due to “inefficiency 
of labor due to severe weather con- 
Jitions.’’ Mr. Watson charged that 
Mr. Mifflin did net use his force to 
advantage, and that the engineer 
had frequently kicked about it, and 
‘had written Mr, Mifflin when he re- 
turned from a short trip east, pitch- 
ing into him for not getting ahead. 
The letter was produced and fairly 
bore out Mr. Watson’s contentions 
as to the engineer’s complaints. 
The engineer admitted he did not 
think the foreman got the work out 
of the gang that ought to have been 
vot out of the men, but his gang 
was continually being broken up by 
the Commissioners “swiping’’ more 
or less of his men for other needed 
work around the city. The engineer 
had only 5 per cent. of Mr. Mifflin’s 
time this year; 95 per cent. of his 
time was spent in other duties. As 
to the water coming in, the engineer 
and Mr. Watson differed as to the 
efficiency of a small-gasoline engine 
used for pumping out water, and 
which was replaeed, during the engin- 
eer’s absence east, by a _ steam 
boiler on Mr. Watson’s advice. Mtr. 
Mif_lin’s statement was that, in un- 
loading and shifting the pump, in 
putting in the intake, in laying wat- 
er mains, and in most of the other 
charges of Mr. Watson against him, 
he had been acting under the direct 
instructions of the various engineers 
employed by the city-—Mr. Neville, 
Mr. Haddon, Mr. Miles, Mr. Dawe. 
He laid the steel water pipes under 
specifications supplied by Mr. Miles. 
He had patehed up the wooden wat- 
er mains by wedges, ete., on meth- 
ods which engineer Haddon had told 
him were used in other places. 

Coming to the extent of leaky wat- 
er pipes, Mr. Watson’s figurés had 
worked out to a consumption of 600,- 
000 gallons per 24 hours for 3,000 
people in Red Deer, a total which 
Mr. Watson himself was hardly pre- 
pared to stand by. Mr. Dawe believ- 
ed it would be found to be 100,000 
to 125,000 gallons per day; the leaky 
pipes and the amsunt of consump- 
tion could be determined by a proper 
official test, however, which he would 
recommend the Council to — under- 
take. Mr. Watson claimed the lack 
of automatic valves on the hill tanks 
for most of the waste, notably that 
at the I adies’ College. 

Commissioner Stephenson said that 
the Ladies’ College had more. than 
once, this year been ordered to instal 
an automatic valve, and he had not 
known until three weeks ago that 
this had not been done. 

The Canadian Fairbanks hydrants 
sold for scrap iron were also ventil- 
ated. These had been purchased iby 
ex-Mayor (Caetz and installed by 
foreman “kamsey ; they were a foot 
short of proper length. They had ad- 


vantages of construction, but they 
were not’ suited for this climate, 
Chief Meeres declared, owing to 


freezing up in winter. They were 
condemned by the engineers, and 
Alderman Botterill reealled some of 
the trouble the Council had had 
with thera. One winter a steam 
boiler was kept frequently employed 
thawing them out. They became 
such a bill of expense, and hecame 
so unreliable in’ winter, that the 
Council ordered them taken out and 
replaced by other hydrants, Chief 
Meeres said they had heen taken out 
in other places, notably Calgary. 
Mr. Watson contended they were in 


successful use in Bankhead, owing 
to being properly drained ; even if 
they were not suited to the = main 


watering,

street, owing to street 
they could have been used on 
streets. 

As to the sale, it was sanctioned 
by the Mayor and acting Commis- 
sioner Ayres in January, 1913. They 
understood they were selling ‘‘serap 
iron.’ TE hydrants were mentioned 
by Mr. Mifilin, the Mayor said, which 
he did not reeall, he-would have tak- 
en them to be broken hydrants. 
Mr. Ayres’ recollection was that Mr. 
Mifflin had mentioned ‘fone or two 


much, but he knew a little, and the 
city could not afford to pay an inde- 
pendent qualified plumber. Why did 
the city take the $2, then, for in- 
spection, was Mr. Watson’s reply. 

As to North Red Deer men being 
preferred, the foreman would not ad- 
mit this. He had once tried, under 
instructions from Council, to limit 
the work to ratepayers, but tney had 
gone on strike in ex-Mayor’s McKee’s 
time, and he was told to engage 
any suitable men; that was the last 
orders he had received. If a man did 
not do his work properly, he was 
replaced. Mr. Watson said of one 
gang of fuur he had seen working, 
all were North Red Deer men. 

Aldermen Piper and Smith re- 
counted instances of ‘‘soldiering’’ on 
work during the foreman's absence. 
Mr. Watson contended that the fore- 
man should know if any soldiering 
had been done by the progress of 
the work. 

The Mayor believed the class of 
foreman wanted by Mr. Watson, cap- 
able of handling large gangs, of ad- 
vising the engineers, etc., could not. 
be got for less than $1500 to $1800 
a year. “‘Isn’t Mifflin paid $1,380,” 
Mr. Watson asked. ‘‘Yes,'’ answered 
the Mayor, ‘$100 a month, and $15 
a month for horse hire.’’ The mul- 
tifarious nature of Mr. Mifflin’s 
duties was also broucht out—over- 
seeing building sidewalks, watering 
streets, grading streets, fixing cross- 
ings and repairing and clearing 
walks, laying water and sewer ser- 
vices, keeping men’s time, checking 
supplies, turning off and on water, 
etc. The-engineer believed that somp 
of the oversight of public works, now 
laid on Commissioner and foreman, 
could be done by the engineer. <A 
food many of the complaints against 
Mr. Mifflin was due to want of 
organization, he thought, on engin- 
eering lines, and he proposed — sub- 
mitting a plan for reorganization to 
Council.

OPTICAL TELEGRAPH 


This Serves as a Telephone For Deaf 
~ People ; 


An optical telegraph intended to fill 
the place of the telephone for talking 
with a deaf person has been invented 
by a deaf and dumb married couple. 
It consists essentially of a keyboard, 
as in a typewriter, through whose 
keys single electric currents pass. 
In each circuit is included an an- 
candescent lamp with a flat surface, 
bearing a letter of the alphabet or a 
Roman numeral. Pressing any key 
causes the corresponding lamp to glow. 
Thus words and sentences are spelled 
out and numbers are formed. 

The keyboard can be operated as 
fast as that of an ordinary typewriter, 
so that with practice communication 
becomes very smooth and rapid. Each 
station, of course, must contain both 
a sender and a receiver, and these 
may be In different rooms or in houses 
a long distance apart. 

The instrument can be conveniently 
used for conversation between a deaf 
person and a normal person who is 
ignorant of the finger language. The 
silence with which the device is 
operated is a very important point in 
its favor. This feature might make it 
especially useful where quiet or se- 
crecy in transmitting information is 
desirable, as in sending war news or 
secret instructions in business houses. 
—Literary Digest.”

The meeting op- 
ened with devotional exercises, Mr.

speaker on the religious question for 
the evening, viz.: ‘Christian -Citizen-; 
ship.’’ The lecturer emphasized. the 
importance of the maxim “Right, 
cousness alone exaltcth a nation,” 
and pointed out as illustrations to 
the histories and destinies of the} 
ancient Assyrian, Grecian and Romr 
an empires, which all came to nought 
through forsaking the above maxim 
and embracing a low moral code, 
when they had reach the zenith of 
their power and glory. He also 
commented on the topic from the 
criterion of political purity, secular 
edueation and religious instruction, 
and demonstrated conclusively that 
the nominally Christian nzetions with 
an open Bible, such as the United 
Kingdon: and her colonies, the Unit- 
ed States and (Germany, had all the 
best governments, best systems of 
education and religion, and were the 
most advanced in the arts, science 
and commerce. On the other hand 
those countries with a closed Bible, 
or no Bible at all, whether.in the 
QOccident or Orient, were the most 
retrogressive in government, the! 
least advanced in the arts, science } 
and commerce, and their peoples ig- | 
norant and superstitious. In short, 
to sum up his address, if a man is 
a Christian and walks truly in *he 
steps of the ‘Master, he must be a 
rood citizen, and therelore the best, 
After 
Mr. Scilly had addressed the meet- 
ing, the President then discussed 
the subject, impressing on the audi- 
ence ‘he desirability and importance 
of political purity, and voiced his 
opinions strongly, condemning the 
glaring irregularities which are open- 
ly practised by the Conservative and 
Liberal parties alike at election 
time, and it was a crying shame 
that the fair name of Canada should 
be besmeared and disgraced in the 
estimation of the world by the tac- 
ties of corrupt, political poltroons 
for the sake of party gain. He ex- 
hortea and advised all who had the 
franchise to vote for the candidate 
had the best character, the 
cleanest record and reputation, irres- 
pective of party ties, for it is only, 
by pursuing this policywe can have 
an honest and efficient government in 
a democratic state. He also gave it 
as his judgment that our education- 
al system should be revised by giv- 
ing more time and attention to the 
manual, technical ‘and _ scientific 
training of the young people in the 
public schools, instead of devoting 
the entire time of the daily  pro- 
gramme to the study of literary and 
mathematical subjects and the dead 
languages.

means of building up a strong, vir- 
ile and righteous nation. He knew 
there were people present in the 
audience tonight who ridiculed that 
idea, and in support of the argument 
he related a touching anecdote of a 
man inthe States who desired to 
ret to get to a town where there 
were no churches, Sunday schools or 
religions instruction tolerated. He 
found such a town, but things  be- 
eame so intalerable uncomfortable 
for him from a moral status that 
he wrote his friends advising them 
for God's sake to send. Sunday 
school tearhers and preachers to the 
place at once. 

The subject for debate was ‘Re- 
solved that steam is more useful as 
a motive power than gasoline.”’ For 
the affirmaive Wessrs. Puzey and 
Brown, and the negative Messrs.

Poiurtonth tetas iene Congress 
~~ Qn Altoholism. 


On the 22nd day of September of 
this present year, there convened at 
“Milan,. Italy, a great congress of 
temperance workers, representing 
over forty nations. This gathering 
was: of world-wide importance, and 
we are all eagerly watching for a 
full report of its proceedings. We 
were pleased to note our own Miss 
Stock among the speakers, who fear- 
lessly raised their voices’ ‘against 
the fallacious Gothenburg system. 
The organization of three inter- 
national institutions will be the 
helpful outcome of this assemblage. 
They are: 

1. A bureau for combating alco- 
holism, 

2. A. federation for the protection 
of native races. 

3. A federation of physicians op- 
posed to liquor prescriptions in their 
medical practice. ' * 

Amony the list of important gath- 
erings we would like to make, at 
least, passing mention of the con- 
vening of the International Medical 
Association at London, Eng., in 
year. of 
special signifieance was the deliver- 
ance of Dr. Venno Laguer, of Weis- 
baden, and which received strong as- 
sent from the practitioners present. 
Dr. Benno said: ‘Parental alcohol- 
ism is responsible for much of the 
degencracy of children,’’ and urged 
the need in all countries of the es- 
tablishment of alcoholic research in- 
stitutions. 

This is pre-eminently the children's 
age. Never in the world’s history 
were greater efforts made on their 


behalf. “Child Welfare Exhibits,’’ 
and Dr. Curtis’ clarion call . for 
the formation of ‘‘Play-ground 


Associations,’’ are bound to accom- 
plish much, not to speak of the great 
spiritually-fostering institutions—the 
Church and Sunday School—now 
fully alive to their kindred responsi- 
bilities to the child-life committed 
to them. But perhaps no weighter 
influence has been exercised on their 
behalf than the voice of science 
which again and again has been rais- 
ed in warning against untoward con- 
ditions of ‘hereditary and environ- 
ment. The American Medical Associ- 
ation, which met at Atlanta, Geor- 
gia, June, 1912, sounded out a note 
of warning in regard to the inevit- 
able consequences of an _ alcoholic 
drinking fatherhood upon the child- 
life of their nation. so high and 
clear and strong and definite was 
this warning note that its reverber- 
are still echoing through 
many lands. Said Dr. MacNicol, the 
famous New York surgeon, whom 
President Roosevelt sent abroad to 
investigate the subjects of alcohol- 
ism and narcotics: ‘‘A hundred, dif 
ferent intermediate agencies may 
contribute to the undoing of the 
race, but back of them: all stands al- 
cohol as the chief degenerative fac- 
tor. The great burden of drink is 
not borne by the drinker, but by his 
The children of drinking 
parents ‘present a large percentage ot 
functional and organic dieases.”’ 
Dr. MacNichol further added, with 
startling emphasis: ‘‘A degeneracy 
appalling in magnitude threatens to 
destroy this republic. Let the de- 
generacy continue at the same rate 
for one hundred years, and _ there 
will not be a native born child five 
years old in the United States.” 
We Canadians can claim no excep- 
tion from the same fateful results 
to our ‘children from the same cause. 
Ivery alcohol tainted child is not 
only deprived of its rightful heritage 
of being well born, but becomes a 
real menace to the development of 
the highést and best in our national 
life. For this reason alone our 
efforts as National White Ribboners 
should be redoubled to purify our 
communities, our provinces, and our 
nation from civilization’s last and 
greatest curse—the legalized drink 
: traffic.

“Chilly and Dangerous 

Any one who has ever visited the 
Alps and climbed their icy slopes 
knows the difficulties to be encoun- 
tered, even with the help of guides, 
and it would seem next to impossible 
to take along on such a trip a camera. 
Yet M. Tajrraz made; w.-h the as- 
sistance of a porter, photographs with 
a twenty-by-sixteen camara using glass 
Plates, while scaling the peaks. 

Days of sunshine are rare in the 
high Alps, end again and again he 
had to descend without pictures owing 
the ~S8nowstorms, high winds and 
avalanches; consequently the pictures 
were the result of severa) months’ 
work. There was no posing, for the 
climber on Mount Blanc _ has little 
time for this, as he must make the 
climb in a certain time or run the risk 
of being frozen to death. 

In order to obtain the pictures 
M. Tairraz usually went ahead of 
the party and found a point of van. 
tage which he knew the climbers 
must pass. In order to do this he hac 
to leave the regular track as laid of 
by the guides, and several times he 
fell into crevasses, although he neve 
had a serious accident.

over an error of punctuation to drive 
@ poor “comp” out of his wits. 

Tennyson, too, was most particula: 
that not a comma should be omiite: 
or misplaced, while his revisions wer 
never { :shed. Perhaps the greates 
terror : the compositor was Thoma: 
Carlyle, for he would cover ever: 
square inch of vacant space, both i) 
the margin and between the lines 
with minute additions and emenda 
tions, and not once, but a dozen times. 

Victor Hugo was equally difficult to 
please anc satisfy. Of one of his 
famous works he made the printer: 
supply no fewer than eleven succes- 
sive revised proofs, and the last half 
dozen were furnished in order to make 

quite sure .hat the commas were in 
their right places. 

But perhaps Thomas Campbell, the 
famous poet who wrote such stirring 
masterpfeces as MHohenlinden, Tht 
Battle of the Baltic, and Ye Mariner: 
of England, takes the lead in thi: 
respect. He was fastidious to a de 
gree, which fact probably accounts fo: 
the smal] quantity and perfecg quality 
of his literary output. It is said tha. 
he once walked six miles to his prin 
ters and six miles back in order t 
have a comma changed into a semi- 
colon. 

But an equally careful and fastid 
fous literary workman owed a grea’ 
improvement in the opening line o 
his most famous poem to a printer 
This was Thomas Grey, whose ,Eleg: 
Written in a Cozxtry Churchyard is 
probably the best known poem in thr 
English language. Its first line reads 
“The curfew tolls the knell of partin; 
day,” but when Grey sent it to the 
press the manuscript read, “The cur 
few tolls, the knell of parting day.” 

The thoughtful compositor did no! 
understand the word “tolls” as an in 
transitive verb, so dropped the com 
ma, thinking that the poet had put i' 
in by mistake, and when Gray read 
the line his sensitive ear at one 
caught its :.ew, sustained melody, anc 
o adopted the compositci’s correc. 
tion. 


WHAT'S IN A NAME? 


Fur Dealers Find it Profitable to Re- 
christen Common Furs 


To supply the demand for a med- 
{um priced fur of beauty a common 
animal, the skunk, has been taken 
The black domestic cat known to the 
trade as ‘‘genct,” is also utilized to 
meet the demand for black furs, 
while northern hares are extensively 
manufactured into “Baltic fox” or 
“white fox” or “black lynx.” 

When the fur dressers and dyers 
produced a clipped and dyed muskrat 
skin that resembled sealskin almost 
perfectly, it was found that it would 
not sell under its real name because it 
was & common fur, used largely by 
the poorer classes. Consequently a 
name was invented for it and this 
popular and high priced fur is now 
sold as “Hudson Bay seal.” The fur 
of the coney, a very cheap, and com- 
mon animal in France, {is the raw 


product in producing “electric seal- 
skin,” ‘clipped seal,” and “Baltic 
seal.” 


Racoon. when first Introduced, was 
chesp and was in little demand, but 
when given the name “Alaska bear” 
and “silver bear” it immediately cam: 
into favor. Skunk, which is an ex- 
cellent fur of dark hue, though beau- 
tiful and durable, could not be sold 
as “skunk,” but as “black marten,” 
and “Alaska sable,” it is in high 
favor and likely to remain In the class 
of the medium and high-priced furs 
It 1s worth remarking that, since the 
prejudice against the muskrat, skunk 
and other cheaper furs has been over- 
come, they can be sold under their 
real names.

Any person who is the sole head 
of a family, or any male over 14 
years old, may bumestead a quater 
section of available Dominion land 
jn Manitoba, Saskatchewan or Alber- 
ta. The applicant must appear in 
person at the Dominion Lands Agen: 
cy or Sub-agency for the district. 
Iusntry by proxy maybe made at apy 
agency, on certain conditions, by 
father, mother, son, dauyhter, broth- 
er or sister of intending homesteader. 

Duties.—Six months’ residence up 
on and cultivation of the land ir 
each of thres years. A homesteader 
may live within nine miles of his 
homestead on a farm of at least 80 
acres, solely owned and occupied by 
him or by his father, other, son, 
daughter, brother or sister. 

In certain districts a homestcader 
in good standing may pre-empt a 
quarter-section alongside his home 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties.—Must reside upon — the 
homestead or pre-emption six months 
in each of six years from date of 
homestead entry (including the time 
required to earn homestead patent) 
and cultivate fifty acres extra. 

A homesteader who has exhausted 
his homestead right’ and cannot ob- 
tain a pre-emption may enter for a 
purchased komestead in certain dis 
tri«ts.

CORRESPONDENCE. 


Letters re. debentures were receiv- 
ed from Brent, Noxon & Co., of 
Toronto, W. A. Mackenzie & Co., 
Toronto, and Bullman Bros., Limit- 
ed, Winnipeg. 

A letter was read from the solici- 
tor of the C.N.R. respecting the 
amount of assessment for right-of- 
way through the city. It was point- 
ed out that in other cities the gener- 
al rule was not to assess them. 
more than $1,000 per mile, and he 
thought that Red Deer should not 
exceed this amount. Commissioner 
Stephenson pointed out that the 
C. N. R. were assessed on the lot 
basis at the present time. The mat- 
ter had been referred to the City 
Solicitor, who advised that it would 
be best served by complying with the 
company’s request. After discussion 
Aldermen Botterill and Smith moved: 
that the taxes on property assessed 


to the C.N.R. in excess of the 
right-of-way assessment rate of 
$1,000 per mile, be rebated. Carried. 


W. D. Seott wrote a letter of 
complaint in respect of the unsani- 
tary conditions. He wanted to be 
at peace with everyone, but felt he 
was not gifting a square deal. 
Manure was piled up within a_ few 
yards of his bedroom windows, and 
it was impossible for him to atterspt 
ventilation of his house by opening 
the windows because of the stench. 
He asked the help of the Council in 
the matter. 

Alderman Lord pointing out the 
danger from: ice and water in ad- 
dition to the unsanitary conditions, 
the Council all agreed that Mr. 
Scott had just cause to complain, 
and the following motion, moved by 
Aldermen Lord and Carseallen, was 
carried : That the Conymissioners be 
instructed to abate the nuisance 
complained of by W. D. Scott aris- 
ing from the Reinholt and Nolan 
property of Fifth Street North, in 
so far as the health regulations will 
allow. 

The Seeretary-Treasurer of the 
Tofield Board of Trade wrote the 
Council to the effect that they were 
looking for data, information and 
other matter in reference to an 
electric plant, and would be glad of 
their knowledge aod experience in 
respect of an electric franchise, espec- 
ially as to what they were to 
guard against. 

Letter replied to and fiied. 

A request for a copy of the city 
charter, L3-laws, regulations, etc., 
was received from the town of 
Amherst, Nova Scotia, who were 

plying for a city charter. Filed. 

The Fire Chief’s monthly report 
was read. The receipts from the 
weigh scales for November were 
$100.40. There had been one alarm 
of fire, 14 men turning out and ex. 
tinguishing it with chemicals. No 
damage. A new transmitter had 
heen installed to the telephone in 
the fire hall and was working satis- 
factorily. New wheels and axles had 
heen put under the hose wagon. 
our practises had been held with 
an average attendance of 18.2 fire- 
men. Completed drafting and build- 
‘ing by-laws and submitted same to 
the Commissioners. 

Chief of Police Anderson submitted 
his monthly report. There had been 
seven cases of drunk and_ incapable 
during the month.

Alderman Piper would not — kick 
against the placing of — the few 
jliehts under discussion on side arms, 
| hut he preferred the system — of 
hanging them in the middle of the 
; streets. He would rather stand by 
' what tho Council had ordered, but 


wards the Western General, as he 
had no particular objection to the 
company putting up these lights on 
arms so long as they got to work 
and did it, but did not like the tone 
of the letter, as he could not see 
why it was impossible to place 
lights in the middle of the strect for 
three months, and possible to place 
them on arms on poles at once. 


Alderman Lord believed the light 
on Waskasoo and Bast Ave. would 
be alright placed on arms, and on 
every 66 foot street, but would not 
propose changing the present lights; 
and in view of the Western General 
not being able to place the lights 
required for so long a_ time, he 
would favor allowing them to follow 


out their sugeestion in respect to 
these three lights. 

Alderman Botterill| said he did 
not agree with the ideas of his 


colleagues on the question of arm 
lights. He believéd the lights in the 
centre of the road gave better satis- 
faction, giving equal light all round. 
He took exception to the Western 
General alleging the Council knew 
that it was impossible for them to 
erect the lights in the time specified 
owing to the length of time it 
would take to get the material. He 
did’ not wish to appear, nor did he 
feel arbitrary to the Westeen Gener- 
al, but they had no right to assume 
the Council knew any such thing. 
He himself could not see any great 
difficulty in stretching a cable across 
the street and placing a lamp and 
pulley in connection with it. 
Aldrman Carscallen said at first 
sitht the Western General’s — reply 
appeared to him in rather a bad 
light, .but on further consideration 
he did not see how anything was to 
he gained by holding them to the 


o:dcr. A great number of people 
had to be considered, and it would 
be to their advantage to have the 


lights as quickly as possible, and so 
he thought we should accept the 
arm lights as far as this particular 
order referred to. 

Moved by Aldermen Lord and Cars- 
callen—That the Western General 
Eleetric Co. be permitted to place 
the three are lamps which are now 
on order on side arms, and that the 
lamp at the intersection of Sixth St. 


and East Ave. be removed to the 
centre of the street at the pleasure 


of the Council, and at the expense 
of the Company. Carried.
